Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed September 23, 201 0, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 8 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 102 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 8 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 102 has been withdrawn.

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant amended 
independent claims 8 and 21 to recite that portions of the topsheet along both sides in the 
longitudinal direction are folded up to the topsheet side and adhered to the topsheet, a limitation 
that is neither disclosed noir suggested by Abiko, the closest prior art of record. Claims 9 and 1 1 
depend directly or ultimately from claim 8 and are thus also allowed.
